Reason for Allowance 

2. Claims 2-32 and 35-42 are allowed for the following reasons: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. WO 99/147 (Gudesen et al.). 

Claim 35 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious where the intersection is a point of communication 
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between elements, wherein said elements are arranged in said predetermined circuit 
pattern by integrating said elements using weaving, knitting, crocheting, knotting, or 
stitching in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claim. Claims 2-32 
and 36-42 depend on claim 35 and therefore they are also allowed. Although other 
cited prior art references by the examiner teach waving and knitting of optical/circuit 
elements but they fail to teach forming of active regions at said intersections as point of 
communications between the elements and they are non-obvious to be combined with 
the teachings of Gudesen et al., and thus these claims are allowable over the prior art of 
the record.
